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LATE  FOREIGN  DEVELOPMENTS  .*  .  . 

ARGENTINE  CORN  PROSPECTS  CONTINUE  FAVORABLE 

The  outlook  for  the  corn  harvest  now  in  progress  continues  favorable.  Yleld3 
are  reported  to  be  satisfactory,  and  a  large  crop  Is  expected. 

EUROPEAN  CROP  CONDITIONS 

The  weather  in  continental  Surope  is  generally  seasonable,  and  spring  field 
work.  Is  progressing  In  most  parts.    The  condition  or  winter  grain  crops  is  reported 
to  be  mostly  satisfactory. 

MEXICO  ACTS  TO  CHECK  RISING  FOOD  PRICES 

The  Mexican  Minister  of  Finance  announced  that  the  Government  was  purchasing 
or  planning  to  purcnase  various  commodities,  principally  from  the  United  States,  up 
to  a  total  of  300,000,000  pesos  ( $6 2,000,000) •    He  stated  that  such  action  was  nec- 
essary because  of  Increasing  living  costs  caused  largely  by  speculation,  and  that  the 
Government  was  determined  to  prevent  further  increases  and  even  to  reduce  existing 
prices.    Included  among  the  purchases  are  wheat  and  corn.     Supplies  of  rice  and  beans 
already  have  been  accumulated  and  are  being  distributed  under  the  direction  of  the 
Government.    Consideration  is  being  given  to  methods  for  regulating  oil,  lard,  and 
soap  prices  and  to  steps  for  the  encouragement  of  increased  domestic  production. 
Negotiations  are  now  under  way  for  70,000  tons  of  foreign  sugar.    The  Ministry  also 
stated  that  proposals  to  Increase  the  production  and  to  lower  the  prices  of  milk., 
meat,  and  fish  were  under  consideration. 

NAZIS  ORDER  EASTERN  FRONT  ARMY  TO  GROW  VEGETABLES 

The  German  Wehrmacht  ordered  military  detachments  in  eastern  areas  to  cultivate 
standard  vegetable  gardens  this  summer  ranging  from  7, 500  to  12,000  square  meters 
(approximately  2  to  3  acres)  In  area.    Some  22  varieties  of  vegetables  are  to  be 
grown  in  4  groups.    The  program  i3  Intended  to  furnish  a  balanced  fresh-vegetable 
diet  for  soldiers  and  is  apparently  designed  to  replace  vegetables  heretofore  obtained 
In  the  Ukraine. 

SOVIET  UNION'S  19H4  AGRICULTURAL  PROGRAM 

The  Soviet  press  during  the  past  2  weeks  has  been  devoting  considerable 
attention  to  the  agricultural  plan  for  1944,  which  was  published  In  all  papers  on 
March  15.    The  press  editorials  were  reported  as  placing  emphasis  especially  on  the 
importance  of  increasing  the  yields  during  1944  and  of  improving  the  quality  of  the 
work  done  on  collective  farms.     It  was  pointed  out  that  the  "plan"  features  an  increas 
of  approximately  18,500,000  acres  over  1943.     Of  that  Increase,  about  13,300,000  acres 
represent  the  Increase  In  the  grain  acreage.    The  "plan"  also  calls  for  a  return  to 
spring  wheat  growing  In  Siberia,  the  Urals,  southeastern  areas,  and  in  Kaskhstan.  It 
was  stated  that  in  the  long  run  spring  wheat  was  more  feasible  and  profitable  for 
those  areas  than  winter  grain.    Various  procedures  for  minimizing  losses  occurlng 
under  wartime  conditions  In  agricultural  production  were  also  outlined  by  the  "plan".

ARGENTINA  PLANS  UTILIZATION  OF  CORN  FOR  INDUSTRIAL  ALCOHOL 

A  portion  of  Argentina's  corn  crop  will  be  used  In  the  manufacture  of 
Industrial  alcohol,  according  to  the  terms  of  a  recent  decree.    A  maximum  of  about 
20  million  bushels  of  corn  may  be  used  annually  under  regulations  established  by  the 
Commission  for  Industrialization  of  Grains. 

The  first  official  forecast  of  the  crop  now  being  harvested  will  be  released 
early  in  April.  Present  indications  point  to  a  very  good  crop,  with  harvesting  al- 
ready under  way  in  some  areas.  With  normal  consumption  averaging  around  70  million 
bushels,  a  large  Quantity  of  corn  will  be  available  for  use  as  fuel,  for  export  and 
carry-over,  or  for  feed  and  industrial  uses,  such  as  the  proposed  alcohol  program. 

The  manufacture  of  industrial  alcohol  would  contribute  toward  solving  the 
problem  of  utilizing  low-quality  corn  and  would,  at  the  same  time,  supply  much-needed 
fuel.    The  announcement  Indicates  that  studies  which  the  Government  departments  have 
b'3en  making  over  many  years,  have  concurred  as  to  the  possibility  of  utilizing,  with 
great  benefit  to  the  national  economy,  mixtures  of  gasoline  and  alcohol  as  fuel  for 
motors  and  other  industrial  uses. 

SOUTHERN  RHODESIA  REPORTS  ABOVE-AVERAGE  CORN  PRODUCTION 

The  1943  corn  crop  In  Southern  Rhodesia  was  one  of  the  largest  harvested  in 
recent  years,  according  to  reports  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural 
Relations.    The  production,  estimated  at  5.7  million  bushels,  was  considered  large 
enough  to  fill  local  requirements  during  the  crop  year,  April  -  March.    The  Increase 
was  the  result  of  an  expanded  area  as  well  as  higher  yields. 

Early  reports  had  placed  prospects  at  a  higher  level  than  the  outturn  now 
reported.    The  better  prospects  were,  however,  based  on  an  even  higher  acreage  than 
the  present  estimate,  which  is  the  largest  since  1930-31,  and  is  22  percent  larger 
than  that  of  the  preceding  year.

A  record  rice  surplus  is  expected  to  be  available  for  exportation  from  the 
1943-44  Brazilian  crop,  most  of  which  will  be  harvested ;'^r-ing H&£next(i-e«  weekb*.

As  a  result  of  the  agreement,  the  Coordinator  of  Economic  Mobilization  in 
Brazil  on  February  17  authorized  rice  exportation  from  those  States  In  which  a  surplus 
existed  after  an  amount  equal  to  that  estimated  to  have  been  consumed  in  1943  -was  set 
aside  for  domestic  requirements.    The  exportation  of  rice  by  States  that  do  not 
produce  enough  for  their  own  consumption  was  prohibited. 

Trade  figures  for  the  calendar  year  1943  have  not- been  received,  but  the  amount 
of  rice  shipped  from  January  through  November  would  Indicate  that  exports  probably 
almost  equaled  those  of  1942,  when  182  million  pounds  were  exported.    A  relatively 
large  amount  was  exported  in  1943  despite  the  severe  drought  that  reduced  South  Amer- 
ican crops  a  year  ago.    Rice  exports  averaged  only  80  million  pounds  during  the  10-year

PRODUCTION  OF  COCONUTS  IN  CEYLON  MAY  DECLINE 

Ceylon  coconut  production,  which  is  reported  to  have  reached  a  record  level  of 
about  2  billion  nuts  In  1943,  Is  expected  to  show  a  slight  decline  in  1944.  This 
opinion  is  based  on  the  current  shortage  of  labor  which  is  hindering  the  operations 
of  all  phases  of  the  industry,  including  cultivation,  application  of  fertilizers, 
picking  coconuts,  and  drying  copra.     Experiments  carried  out  on  100  palms  over  a  period 
of  6  years  have  offered  convincing  evidence  that  yields  from  coconut  palms  can  be 
Increased  as  much  as  20  percent  by  application  of  manures  annually  Instead  of  every 
2  years.    Average  production  in  this  experiment  was  Increased  from  65.5  to  82.1  nutts 
per  palm.    The  scarcity  and  high  cost  of  fertilizers  as  well  as  the  shortage  of  labor, 
however,  are  expected  to  prevent  any  important  increase  .in  their  utilization  In  1944. 

Domestic  consumption  of  fresh  coconuts  as  food  In  1943  is  estimated  at  more 
than  800  million  nuts  compared  with  500  to  700  million  annually  In  pre-war  years.  A 
further  increase  is  expected  in  1944  as  a  result  of  the  continued  shortage  of  rice 
and  other  staple  foods  normally  Imported  in  much  larger  quantities  than  are  now  avail- 
able.   Coconut  milk  Is  the  only  available  substitute  for  milk  and  other  dairy  products, 
which  also  have  become  increasingly  scarce  in  recent  months.     Food  shortages  in  India 
last  year  Influenced  a  rise  In  exports  of  Ceylon  coconuts  to  that  country  from 
4,966,837  nuts  In  1942  to  18,856,910  in  1943.    These  factors  resulted  in  a  considerable 
diversion  of  coconuts  that  otherwise  may  have  been  available  for  conversion  to  copra 
and  coconut  oil  for  export. 

Exports  of  copra  In  1943,  however,  showed  an  increase  of  23.6  percent  over  those 
in  1942,  with  an  increase  in  value  of  34. 1  percent.     Exports  of  coconut  oil  increased 
by  93.5  percent,  but  the  increase  in  value  was  only  83  percent.     These  Increases  in 
quantities  exported  were  made  possible  by  a  proportionately  large  Increase  In  produc- 
tion of  coconuts  in  1943.    The  1943  crop  is  believed  to  represent  the  maximum  level  of 
production  under  present  conditions  or  until  needed  improvements  are  effected  in  meth- 
ods of  cultivating,  handling,  and  processing  of  coconuts  and  coconut  products.  A 
possible  decrease  in  production  in  1944  would  probably  be  reflected  in  exports  of 
copra  and  coconut  oil,  as  domestic  consumption  is  expected  to  increase  further. 

Considerable  publicity  is  being  given  to  the  plans  for  construction  of  coconut 
oil  storage  tanks  and  floating  pipe  lines  In  the  harbor  area,  although  the  construction 
work  is  not  yet  under  way.    Several  storage  tanks  of  3, 000-long-ton  capacity  will  be 
erected.    The  capital  cost  of  the  entire  project,  estimated  at  240,000  rupees  ($72,000) 
will  be  advanced  by  the  Government  and  recovered  over  a  period  of  time  by  a  levy  on 
export  shipments.    Production  of  coconut  oil  is  expected  to  reach  90,000  long  tons  in 
1944,  or  5,500  tons  above  the  1943  estimate,  provided  the  storage  tanks  and  pipelines 
are  put  Into  operation  within  a  few  weeks.    About  40  percent  of  the  1943  output  was 
consumed  locally  as  cooking  oil  and  in  the  manuf acture  of  soap. 

A  part  of  this  anticipated  increase  in  production  would  be  reflected  In  increased 
exports  of  coconut  oil,  with  a  proportionate  decrease  in  copra  available  for  export. 
Larger  quantities  of  poonac  (coconut  oil  cake)  would  thus  be  available  to  alleviate 
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tiie  current  shortage  of  feedstuffs  for  dairy  cattle.     Oll-stora^e  capacity  of  the 
Island  Is  estimated  at  a  total  of  only  5, OCO  lonb  tons,  and  mills  have  been  forced  to  - 
curtail  production  4vhen  .shocks  .reached  this  ftevel.    The  Ceylon  crushing  Mils' are' 
reported  to  be  capable  of  producing  about  10,000  tons  more  oil  than  the  estimated

The  fixed  price  for  copra  regains  at  59  rupees  per  candy  of  seO  pounds  (3.17 
cents  per  pound).    .The  prlce^  of  coconut  oil  was  fixed  throughout  1943  at  435  rupees 
per  Ion.:  ton  (5.72  cents  per  pound)  for  white  oil.     Copra  producers  are  expected  to 
renew  their  demands  for  a  price  increase  in  view  of  the.  rising  cost  of  production 
and  the  price  increases  granted  to  tea  and  rubber  producers  early'ln'  1944.    A  general 
improvement  in  demand  and  prices  of  coconut  byproducts,  including  oilcake,  coir  fiber, 
shell  charcoal,  and  acetic  acid  (used  In  the  manufacture  of  rubber  from  latex)  may 
Increase,  the  -income  of  copra  producers  and  reduce  the  pressure  for  an  Increase  in  the 
price  of  copra.  .  . 

IRAK  COTTONSEED  PRODUCTION  DECLINES 

Cottonseed  production  In  Iran  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  liarcn  21,  1944,  is 
estimated  at  about  30,000  short  tons  compared  with  52,000  tons  for  the  preceedlng 
year.     Production  of  cottonseed  oil  amounted  to  only  265  tons  (from  1,750  tons  of 
seeds)  in  1943:44.   or  less  than  half  of  the  705  tons  of  oil  produced  in  1942-43. 
Cottonseed-oil  exports,  mostly  to  the  Soviet  Union,  have  declined  In  recent  years. 
In  1941-42  exports  amounted  to  1,215.  tons,  in  1942-43  to  55  tons,  and  may  have  declined 
still  farther  in  1343-44  in  view  of  the  smaller  cotton  crop.    No  imports  of  cottonseed 
or  oil  were  reported  for  1942-43,   the  latest  year  for  which  data  are  available. 

During  the  2  years  under  review  the  use  of  cottonseed  as  feed  declined  from 
22,000  tons  to  13,200.     The  use  of  seed  for  planting  the  1943-44  crop  was  estimated 
at  9,900  tons  compared  with  13,200  the  previous  year,  and  present  indications  are 
that  a  further  reduction  in  planting  will  occur  this  year.     Demand  for  cottonseed 
oil  remains  strong,   both  for  domestic  use  and  for  export.     Prices  quoted' in  the 
table  below  for  cottonseed  , to  be  used  for  feedstuff  are  roughly  equivalent  to  those 
received  by  farmers  In  the  United  States,  which  averaged  .$52.90  per  short  ton  in 
January  1944.

SPANISH  COTTON  CROP  ESTIMATE  REVISED  DOWNWARD 

Unfavorable  weather  during  the  growing  season  reduced  the  1943  Spanish  cotton 
crop,  harvested  last  September  and  October,  to  the  equivalent  of  30,600  bales  of  478 
pounds  net  compared  with  an  earlier  estimate  of  25,400  bales.    The  1942  crop  aaounted 
to  33,400  bales.    The  greatest  damage  appears  to  have  occurred  In. the  province  of 
Cordoba  in  the  third  zone,  but  substantially  lower  estimates  were  reported  also  In 
Cadiz,  Sevllla,  and  Huelva  In  the  first  and  second  zones.     As  a  result,  the  increase 
of  the  1943  crop  over  that  of  1942  was  only  about  400  bales,  or  2  percent,  Instead  of 
the  previously  reported  25  percent. 

The  recent  estimates  place  the  1943  crop  In  the  first  zone  at  5,300  bales 
compared  with  an  early  estimate  of  6,300  bales  and  with  4,600  bales  in  194?.     In  the 
second  zone  the  latest  estimate  places  the  crop  at  6,100  bales,  compared  with  the 
early  one  of  7,300  and  a  1942  crop  of  7,000  bales.     In  the  third  zone  the  crop  Is  now 
estimated  at  8,700  bales  compared  with  the  earlier  estimate  of  11,300  bales  and  with 
8,500  bales  for  1942.    Mearly  300  bales  are  reported  In  Spanish  Morocco.    Less  than 
15  percent  of  the  1943  crop  has  been  disposed  of  because  of  domestic  transportation 
difficulties.

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The  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  for  the  year  1945  reached  l,  3i6,000  head,  an 
increase  of  3  percent  above  1942  and  13  percent  above  1941.     Slaughter  averaied 
1,119,000  for  the  5  pre-war  years  1934-1339.     Cattle  slaughter  In  February  1943  was 
tne  largest  for  any  other  month  of  the  -3;years',  1941-1343.     Killings  for  export  alone 
In  1943  totaled  HR4. 000  read  and  exceeded  1942  oy  17  percent.     Export  slaughter  In 
the  3  years  1941-1943  averaged  62  percent  of  total  slaughter  for  export  and  domestic 
consumption. 

Slaujhter  of  sheep  and  largos  has  Increased  even  nore  than  cattle  In  the  past 
2  years,  and  January  1944  killings  reached  214,000  head,  an  Increase  of  5  percent 
above  1943.     The  record  monthly  slaughter  of  sheep  and  lambs  In  the  past  3  years  oc  - 
cured  In  '-ovember  1943  when  357,000  head  were  killed,  compared  with  216,000  In  the 
corresponding  month  of  1942  and  103,000  In  I'ovember  1941.     Slaughter  of  sheep  and 
lambs  for  the  year  1943  totaled  2,024,000  head,  an  Increase  of  3?  percent  above  1942 
and  151  percent  above  1941.     Mfterage  slaughter  of  sheep  for  the  5  pre-war  years, 
1934-1939,  was  1,150,000  head,     export  slaughter  alone  totaled  1,402,000  head  In 
1943,  an  increase  of  49  percent  above  1942.     In  the  past  5  years  export  slaughter 
has  represented  about  69  percent  of  total  slau.jhter. 

Relatively  few  ho ^s  are  raised  in  Uruguay,  and  slaughter  in  1942  and  1943  was 
smaller  than  in  1941.     There  was  a  decrease  in  numbers  in  1943  as  a  result  of  the 
severe  drought  and  resultant  lack  of  feed.     In  August  1943  Uruguay  found  It  necessary 
to  import  frozen  pork  from  Argentina.

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CANADIAN  WOOL  PRODUCTION  STILL  SHORT  OF  REQUIREMENTS 

Canadian  wool  production  has  been  Increased  about  3  million  pounds  In  the  past 
2  years,  but  It  Is  still  far  short  of  supplying  wartime  or  even  peacetime  requirements. 
Even  with  the  encouragement  now  being  given  to  Canadian  sheep  farmers  by  the  Govern- 
ment, it  seems  doubtful  that  wool  production  will  increase  to  the  point  where  imports 
will  no  longer  be  required. 

The  Dominion's  wool  production,  Including  shorn  and  pulled  wool  on  a  greasy 
basis,  was  estimated  at  19  million  pounds  In  1943.    This  supplied  only  16  percent  of 
consumption  requirements.    In  peacetime,  home  production  furnished  about  25  percent 
of  the  quantity  consumed.    No  more  than  a  slight  increase  in  production  is  Indicated 
for  1944.

Several  factors  appear  to  preclude  an  expansion  of  tne  Canadian  sheep  Industry 
sufficient  to  provide  for  total  domestic  wool  requirements  in  the  immediate  future. 
Among  them  probably  one  of  the  most  important  is  the  fact  that  any  marked  expansion 
of  wool  production  would  require,  that  larger  outlets  be  found  for  mutton  and  lamb. 
As  sheep  raising  results  In  a  dual  product,  lambs  and  wool,  an  expansion  in  numbers 
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would  not  only  Increase  the  production  of  wool  but  also  that  of  mutton  and  lamb. 
Also  the  fact  remains  fairly  evident  that  other  fain  enterprises  Lave  proved  more 
suitable,  except  '.•'here  cheap  pasturage  Is  available. 


CANADIAN  GOVERNMENT   as  an  all  in  building  up  sheep  flocks,  the  Government  of  Canada, 
AIDS    SHEEP  FARMERS    for  tIie  past  2  >ears»  •'"•as  oeeri  Purchasing  purebred  rar.s  and 

loaning  them  to  rarmers  who  are  establishing  new  flocks  of  at 
least  15  ewew.    Also  during  the  latter  part  of  each  calendar  jear  the  jovernment 
pa?s  the  freight  on  ewes  and  ewe  lambs  to  any  part  of  Canada.    Last  year  the  Federal 
Government  cooperated  with  tne  provincial  .governments  In  paying  50  percent  of  a 
bonus  of  4  cents  a  pound  for  all  clean  grades  of  wool.     Ml  of  the  Provinces  except 
Manitoba  and  British  Columbia  took  advantage  of  this  bonus  scheme.     The  Federal 
lovernment  is  making  the  same  offer  this  year,  but  acceptance  on  the  part  of  the 
Provinces  has  not  yet  been  received. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  National  Sheep  committee,  a  number  os  suggestions 
were  made  for  a  10-year  sheep-ralslng  program.     Included  among  them  were  the  follow- 
ing:  that  efforts  be  made  to  determine  the  proper  relationship  between  sheep  produc- 
tion and  land  values  as  well  as  the  most  suitable  breeds  for  each  area  and  the  best 
cross-breeding  program  to  be  adopted;   that  sheep  should  be  raised  on  Improved  pastures 
as  a  n*eans  of  soli  conservation  and  improvement  and  also  In  areas  where  labor  economy 
and  cheap  pasturage  are  the  dominant  factors;   that  closer  collaboration  between  sheep 
and  wool  producers,   Government  officials,  and  research  men  should  be  effected;  and 
that  Increased  lamb  consumption  should  be  encouraged  with  the  spread  between  producer 
and  consumer  prices  minimized,     h  greater  price  differential  between  the  different 
grades  of  mutton  and  lamb  was  also  recommended. 

SHEEP  INCREASE  IN  RESPONSE  TO    Canadian  farmers  have  been  increasing  the  number  of 

sheep  on  farms  during  the  past  2  years  in  response  to 
GOVERNMENTAL       ENCOURAGEMENT    -Jovern~,ental  encouragement.     The  number  rose  from 
2,862,000  in  June  J.941  to  .'5,439,000  in  June  1943.     In  the  various  Provinces,   from  43 
to  49  percent  of  the  sheep  on  farms  In  June  were  lambs  under  a  year  old.     The  long- 
time trend  in  sheep  numbers  was  downward,  however,     for  a  period  of  70  years,  from 
1871  to  1941.  sheep  numbers  In  eastern  Canada  declined  -In  the  face  of  increasing  popu- 
lation.    These  declines  were  not  offset  by  increasing  numbers  in  the  Prairie  Provinces. 
Even  during  these  war  years  the  encouragement  given  to  sheep  and  wool  production  has 
yielded  consplclous  results  only  in  parts  of  tne  Prairie  Provinces. 

WOOL  CONSUMPTION  NOW   Wool  consumption  in  Canada  reached  the  record  level  of  152 

pillion  pounds,    greasy  oasis,   in  1942.     A  reduction  occurred  In 
BELOW  WARTIME      PEAK    1943  when  consraptlon  declined  to  121  million  pounds,   but  at  that 
it  was  still  93  percent  aoove  the  'iverage  for  the  5  pre-war  years,   1934-  1933.      o  ad- 
justment has  been  made  for  stocks  in  these  estimates,  as  such  Information  is  not  made 
public  under  wartime  security  regulations.    Wartime  consumption  of  wool  had  apparently 
reached  Its  peak  In  April  1942  when  the  Index  of  the  number  employed  In  the  manufac- 
turing of  wool  yarns  and  cloth  reached  203.3  compared  with  135.0  In  the  same  month  of 
1941  and  124.9  In  April  1939.    The  average  for  the  base  year  1926  was  100.     The  steady 
decline  in  tne  numoer  employed,   including  a  rather  aorupt  drop  in  June  1943,  brought 
the  Index  down  to  169.3  in  January  1944. 
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The  reduced  activity  In  the  Canadian  textile  industry  apparently ■ is  due  to  the 

fact  that  the  period  of  greatest  activity  for  clothing  and  equipping  the  armed  forces 
is  now  past.     Placing  of  new  contracts  for  military  purposes  has  been  at' a'"  greatly  re- 
duced rate  the  past  several  months,  and  some  contracts  have'  oeen.' :can'c§i:led;;' while  others 
have  been  deferred.     Aoout  75  percent  of  the  production  capacity  of  the  industry  has 
now  been  turned  back  to  the  making  of  civilian  ioods.     It  is  believed  that  stocks  of 
wool  In  Canada  are  sufficient  to  meet  normal ~ demands  for  12  to  18  months  to  -  come. 

During  wartime,  Canada  is  using  the  grease-wool  equivalent  of'  aD'out  150  million 
pounds  of  wool,   inclusive  of  imported  yarns,   fabrics,  and  apparel.     Most  of  this  quan- 
tity is  now  being  manufactured  in  Canada.     Only  about  10  percent  represents  Canadian- 
grown  wool.    A  return  to  pre-war  levels  of  consumption  in  the  post-war  period  implies 
either  a  sharp  reduction  in  Canadian  manufacturing  of  wool  or  a  sharp  reduction  in 
imports  of  yarns,   fabrics,  and  clothing,  or  both. 

Raw  wool  enters  Canada  duty- free  if  from  British  Empire  countries,  and  the 
principal  sources  of  import  are  the  countries  from  which  duty-free  imports  can  be 
obtained.     Indications  are  that  Canadian  wool  growers  have  no  real  Interest  in  main- 
taining an  Import  tariff  on  wool  or  its  manufactures.     The  duties  on  imports  from 
non-Empire  sources  are  mostly    ineffective,  since  there  is  more  than  enough  wool  avail- 
able from  duty-free  sources.     The  real  interest  of  Canadian  farmers  is  in  cheaper 
prices  for  the  clothing  they  buy  and,  indirectly,   in  granting  the  United  Kingdom 
more  purchasing  power  in  Canada  with  which  to  buy  the  other  farm  products  that 
Canadian  farmers  produce  for  export. 

In  the  pre-war' decade  Canada  exported  4  to'  10  million  pounds  of  greasy  wool 
and  small  quantities  of  scoured  or  pulled  wool.    .During  the  war  years  .this  trade  has 
been  restricted  by  export  permit  requirements,     iefore  the  war  Canada  sent  to  the 
United  States  some  of  Its  finest  wools  from  the  western  range  area  and  some  of  its 
highly  lustrous  wools  from  ,.:uebec  and  the  v-iari time  Provinces.     Many  Canadian  manu- 
facturers preferred  to  import  blended  tops  rather  than  to  attempt  to  produce  tops 
of  the  required  blend  from  available  raw  material.     Since  tne  war  oegan,  Canadian 
wool. -combing  equipment  has  Deen  operated  at  full  capacity,  and  additional  equipment 
has  beer,  added,     ••ow  all  qualities  of  tops,   both  domestic  and  foreign,  ran j in 3  from 
44s  to  70s  as  well  as  speciality  types,  are  bein„  produced.     Canadian  facilities  for 
the  manufacture  of  wool  tops  are  now  said  to  equal  upward  of  one-naif  of  domestic 
requirements  of  this  item,  and  Imports  of  tops  are  now  below  pre-war. 

BULK  OF  CANADIAN  WOOL  GRADES    During  the  past  3  years,  compulsory  wool  grading  has 

been  in  effect  in  Canada.     The  grading  results,  Includ- 
MEDIUM  AND  COARSE  CROSSBRED     lng  thQse  under  the  voluntary  fading  system  of  1939 

and  1940,  show  that  the  western  range  wool  Is  40  to  50  percent  fine  wool,  around  25 
percent  half  blood,  about  20  percent  three-eighths  blood,  and  the  small  remainder 
mostly  quarter  blood.  "  Western  domestic  wool  (farm  wool)  was  around  30  percent 
three-eights  blood,  80  percent  quarter  blood,  and  the  remainder  mostly  low  quarter 
blood.     Eastern  domestic  wool  graded  about  16  percent  three-eight    blood,   65  percent 
quarter  blood,  and  the  remainder  was  mostly  low  quarter  blood.     Detailed  grading 
returns  for  1943  are  now  yet  available.
